15. (Currently Amended) An interactive computer-related stress relief device 
configured to be mounted on a desktop computer monitor of a computer system to relieve 
computer-related stress of a computer operator, the device comprising: 

a substantially rigid support having a first end and a second end, with the first 
end comprising a substantially L-shaped member having a first side connectable with a top of 
a desktop computer monitor and a second side connectable with a side of the computer 
monitor ; and 

a contact element connected at or near the second end of the support, 
wherein the contact element is a punching bag and includes a sound-producing 

device inside the punching bag such that a pre-recorded sound is emitted when the punching 

bag is struck. 

16. (Currently Amended) An interactive computer-related stress relief device 
configured to be mounted on a desktop computer monitor of a computer system to relieve 
computer-related stress of a computer operator, the device comprising: 

a support having a first end and a second end, wherein the first comprises a 
substantially L-shaped member having a first side is connectable with a top of a desktop 
computer monitor and a second side connectable with a side of the computer monitor ; and 

a contact element movably connected at or near the second end of the support, 

wherein the contact element is a punching bag, and 

wherein the support is configured to maintain the punching bag at a spaced 
position from the monitor. 
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17. (Currently Amended) An interactive computer-related stress relief device 
configured to be mounted on a desktop computer monitor of a computer system to relieve 
computer-related stress of a computer operator, the device comprising: 

a support connectable with the desktop computer monitor; and 
a contact element connected to the support, 

wherein the support is an elongated, rigid member having at loaot on e 
conn e ctor configur e d to e ngag e at least on e engagem e nt e l e ment on a first end and a second 
end, with the first end comprising a substantially L-shaped member having a first side 
connectable with a top of the computer monitor and a second side connectable with a side of 
the computer monitor , wherein the contact element is a punching bag and is movably 
connected to the support at a position spaced from the connector, and wherein the contact 
element includes a sound-producing device. 

18. (Currently Amended) An interactive computer-related stress relief device 
configured to be mounted on a desktop computer monitor of a computer system to relieve 
computer-related stress of a computer operator, the device comprising: 

a support having a first end and a second end, with the first end comprising a 
substantially L-shaped member having a first side connectable with a top of a desktop 
computer monitor and a second side connectable with a side of the computer monitor ; and 
a contact element connected at or near the second end of the support, 
wherein the contact element is a punching bag and includes display indicia 
selected from the group consisting of advertising logos, promotional logos, slogans, company 
names, service provider names, sports team logos, and sports team names.

24. (Previously Presented) The device as claimed in claim 15, wherein the 
contact element includes indicia selected from the group consisting of advertising logos, 
promotional logos, slogans, company names, service provider names, sports team logos, and 
sports team names. 
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25. (Previously Presented) The device as claimed in claim 15, wherein the 
punching bag is movably connected to the support. 

26. (Previously Presented) The device as claimed in claim 15, wherein the 
support is an elongated, plastic member. 

27. (Previously Presented) The device as claimed in claim 16, wherein the 
contact element includes indicia selected from the group consisting of advertising logos, 
promotional logos, slogans, company names, service provider names, sports team logos, and 
sports team names. 

28. (Previously Presented) The device as claimed in claim 16, wherein the 
punching bag depends from the support. 

29. (Previously Presented) The device as claimed in claim 17, wherein the 
contact element includes indicia selected from the group consisting of advertising logos, 
promotional logos, slogans, company names, service provider names, sports team logos, and 
sports team names. 

30. (Previously Presented) The device as claimed in claim 18, wherein the 
punching bag depends from the support. 

31. (Previously Presented) The device as claimed in claim 18, wherein the 
punching bag is movably connected to the support.
